HOUSE PLANTS REQUIRE 
SPECIAL WINTER CARE 
Conditions in the average home 
are un.Mil ted *o the well-being of 
m o t 
house plants. Even 
m inute 
quantities of gases from stoves or 
h eatrrs are injurious to plant life. 
To grow plans successfully indoors 
careful attention must be given to 
several factors. An even tem pera­ 
ture of at least 6 8 degrees is desir­ 
able and the plant» should be plac­ 
et! in the coolest section of the room. 
Unless a house is equipped with a 
humidifying system 
it is likely to 
be deficient 
n moisture. Evapora­ 
ting pans can be placed on registers 
or radiators to meet this deficiency. 
Plants 
may Ik placed in shallow 
m etal containers if a layer of peb­ 
bles. sand, peat moss, or sphagnum 
mass is placed at the bottom to ab­ 
sorb surplus water. Plants do not 
tolerate “wet feet." 
House plants require light of v a­ 
rious intensities. 
Flowering types 
thrive best in a southeastern expos­ 
ure. 
Foliage plants will grow well 
In 
eastern, 
western, or southern 
windows. 
It Is advisable to tu rn a 
plant frequently so that it will re­ 
tain its sym m etrical shape.

SI PERPHOSPHATE 
ADDS 
TO 
THE VALUE OF MANURE 
Much of the fertilizer value of 
manure is lost unless it is hauled 
directly from the stable to the field 
and immediately plowed under. 
Soluble plant foods leach out of 
manure held in piles. If horse man­ 
ure heats, nearly all of the valuable 
ammonia is driven off. The best 
storage place for manures is a cov­ 
ered pit where the materials can be 
tramped solid and kept moist. Where 
this is impossible, the next best 
I method for reducing leaching is to 
place fhe manure in as large piles 
as 
possible. 
Recent 
experiments 
show that nitrogen escapes during 
both warm and cold weather from 
manure that is spread but not plow­ 
ed under 
Addition 
of 
superphosphate 
to 
manure in the stable reduces nitro­ 
genous losses. The phosphate com­ 
bines with the volatile ammonia to 
form a compound that does not 
evaporate but is soluble in water 
and available to plants. 
Use rather liberal amounts of the 


.'uperphosphate. Sixty pounds per 
ton of manure is not too much. 
Not only does superphosphate re­ 
duce the loss of certain plant foods, 
but by adding an element in which 
manure is naturally low. it also 
makes a more balanced fertilizer. All 
: crops, and particularly pastures and 
legumes, require more phosphoric 
■ acid than manure aupplles. Manure 
.supplemented with superphosphate 
will give more lasting returns on 
pasture. Adding it to the manure in 
the barn simplifies its application. 
Land fertilized with phosphated 
manure ordinarily will produce ear­ 
lier and larger corn yields. However, 
it is still desirable to apply fertilizer 
at planting time to give the corn a 
good start. 
Besides improving the value of the 
manure, 
superphosphate 
gives 
a

ance. Because it absorbs moisture 
and stable odors, it has a sanitary 
I value

Jan. 27.—A model 
legislative bill making it legally pas­ 
sible for hopeless sufferers of incur­ 
able diseases to have their lives 
ended was proposed today by the 
Euthanasia Society of America. 
Under the bill the person desirous 
I of achieving death would sign a 
petition accompanied by a sworn 
| affidavit from a physician which 
would then be presented in court, 
j A committee of 
three would 
be 
namd by the court to examine the 
j patient. An affirm ative report by 
two or more of the committee m em ­ 
bers would authorize the court to 
ciant euthanasia to be performed 
under the direction of a physician 
and in the pre>ence of witnesses. 
Charles E. Nixdorff, lawyer and 
treasurer of the society, who drew 
up the bill, explained it was limited 
t at present 
to persons voluntarily 
desiring euthanasia because public 
opinion was not yet prepared to ac­ 
cept a broader applicability, event­ 
ually. it is hoped, he said, to broaden 
the bill to apply to all those beyond 
l the aid of medicine.
